on u few Bubjecta which may bo considered 
important, in order that all may bo made 
fully awaro of my aentimente, 

SKwr.KAOK — With reference to aewer- 
age, I believi! lh;it the true intereata 
of the city imperatively deiimnd a complete 
Byatem of aosveraf^e. I ehould therefore use 
every effort to curry out to completion the 
present separate ayatem. 

Taxation— With regard to the difHouIt 
problem of taxation, my best efforts will be 
to secure the lowest rate compatible with 
the true interests of the tpty. Why. a fine 
should be imposed on any^ person mailing 
improvements I cannot see. ■ 

I would alao aim at eoononiical and 
eliicient expenditure of city fuiula, which I 
am (juitc aure is not dono at preeent, money 
conlinuoualy being wasted through various 
cauaea. 

I take tho positive stand that tho conduct 
of municipal affairs coming before the mayor 
and aldermen must be icept entirely distinct 
from politics. 

Water Sopply— This important and long 
neglected matter should receive attention. 
Portions of the water shed, now a bouroe of 
danger, should be acquired by tho oily, the 
whole lako fenced in, vegetable matter re- 
moved from Ik-uvor lake, the dam improved 
so that tho water now running to waste 
should bo Blored, filters conatruoted, etc. 
The rocklcaa waalo of water by cnntumers 
ahould lie stopped. If thoBu matlera are 
attended to, the ralopjiyera will get all the 
water \vanted, ua well aa pressure for all 
purpoaea. 

JA.MK.S Hav — I am in favor of huililing a 
perinunent roadway full v/idth of (ioveru- 
ment street and neeiiring from parties who 
have the iieccasary earth etc , and under- 
takini; to deposit the same therein until tho 
whole bed ia filled at aa littlo cost as posaiblo 
to the oity. This would make a grand im- 
provement, form a lartte amoubt of property, 
which could be leased out and soon made to 
return a magnificent income to the corpora- 
tion, furnish employment for a large number 
of men and cost the taxpayers but a com- 
paratively trifling Bum. 

Another thiuf; to which I wish to call 
your attention ia the matter in which a 
large number of voter;>aic annually disfran- 
chiscd. 1 contend that every voter ahould, 
on demand, bo presented by tlio proper 
ollloer with a detailed atatcmeiil of hia in- 
dcbledneas, and upon payment of tho siiine 
receive a receipt in full of all demands, and 
not, in the eml, aft(^r paying possibly hun- 
dreds of dollars, lind that the omiasion of 
Bomo minor thinK has robbed him of all 
voice in the uffairs of the city.

Montevideo, Jan, 4. — News from Rio do 
Janeiro is that; Peixoto has sent a dispatch 
to Toulon, Franco, ordering that bio war 
vessels, V the Biobelien and the Benjamin 
ConBtan|, which are being built) at that 
place, gC! to Pernkmbuoo with all speed and 
join th(^' fleet the President is gathering 
there. 

New Youic, Jan. 4 — Tho steamer En- 
deavor arrived this morning from liruzilian 
porta. .She loft Rio on November 12G. Tho 
captain reports there wore daily conflicts 
between Mollo's ahips and the forts on choie. 
A great deal of firing took place at night, 
cnnae(juf ntly it was imposaiblo to aeo tho 
elTecta o' the ahota or tho amount of damage 
Bustainei,'., At Vittoria, the next port tho 
KndiMvvor made, all was (|uiot when she left 
on Deccinbet IC At Pernambuoo, which 
port the Kndeavor left on December 16, tho 
feeling was in favor of Mello. The Nio- 
theroy was cruising outside the harbor. She 
refused to come close to the Qovernment 
vessel in the harbor when invited to do BO. 
The EDgliah torpedo boat Aurora was coal- 
ing when the Endeavor left. .Nothing had 
been heard of the shooting of the twelve 
cadota, said the captain. 

Rio Janeiuo, Jan. •!. — ^There ia no im- 
portant change in the aituation here. Rumors 
have reached tho oity that the town of Haqe, 
in the State of Rio Grande do Sul, which 
has bean besieged by the inaurgenta for 
about o month, had finally capitulated, but 
these rumors are not confirmed by official 
diepatohes received hero. The loyal garri- 
son ot Bugo conaista of 1,200 troops, 
while tho force besieging the town 
numbers 2,000. The Government ofliciala 
place no reliance whatever in tho reports of 
tho surrender of Uage, though they admit 
that tho g'\rri8on there has proliably been 
weakened by the long aiege to which it has 
been subjected, ond that ita number may 
have been lessoned by tho several engage- 
ments that have taken place. Orders have 
been issued by tho Minister of War for a 
force to proceed ut onco to the relief of the 
town. Acting under these orders General 
Hypolite, commanding a column of two 
thousand sis huodrcd men, to-day left Livra- 
monto for Rage. At about tho same 
time General Sampayo, with 3,000 men, loft 
Cerro Chata, hia destination also being 
Rago. This forco, it ia thought, will be 
more thsn strong enough to raise tho aiege. 
Livramento ia 78 miles from Rage, while 
Cerro C^'jAto la only 54 miles from the be- 
sieged t6Wn. Bago ia un important place, 
and the Government dispatches a strong 
force there in order to guard against any 
possibility of its falling into the hands of 
the insurgents.' ' ' 

Wasuinoxom, Jau 3.— State department 
ofiScials when asked in regard 'to an alleged 
despatch from Montevideo ascerting that 
negotiations were, in" progreaa between 
President Peixoto 'and Mr. Thompson, U. 
S. Minister to Brazil to end the Brazilian 
t rouble by the intervention of the American 
fleet, said there was not a particle of trutli 
in it. No such negotiations were going on, 
or had over been contemplated. The atory 
waa of a piece with the alleged capture of 
Rio, and resignation of Peixoto emanating 
from the same source some days ago, 

PREMIER GLADSTONE. 

Ho Gets Visibly Older-HU Contemporaries- 
Harked Softenlns: of the fceliDg 
Towards Him. 

LoNDOX, Jan. 3 — Rt. Hon. Mr. Glad- 
stone is visibly older than at the beginning 
of last year. He doca not sit up at nights 
as ho did, and ainco tho Irish question was 
temporarily shelved Purliamout exerts no 
such sustaining and invigorating olTeot on 
him as it did, on which account Home Rule 
will not bo allowed to remain up a day 
longer than ia absolutely necessary. 

Almoat his only surviving achool follow at 
Eton, Lord Arthur Hervey, who ia also 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, and nearly two 
years his senior, has been recently giving 
lots of rciminisaenoes. When the Duke of 
Wellington opened the Waterloo bridge 
and dislribttted commemorative medals 
to tho select invited spectators this 
future Bishop put bis hand in tho 
bag and sternly was admonished by tho 
Djko to take only one. The House of 
Commons contains only one member six 
ycnra older than Gla<lBtone, Hon. Churlea 
Villiors, who has aat fifty-eight years for a 
ainglo conatitueney. But when ou rare 
occasioua ho viaita tho club, ho can only go 
aa far aa the hall, owing to tho ataira, and 
friends cluster around with ears cloao to hia 
mouth to catch his whiapered niumblinga. 
ICven older still ia Admiral Jones of tho 
(ireenwich hospital, who bore part in the 
Walcheren expedition of ISOO. .Surely 
there ia no other country where men live 
like this. 

There baa been observable during tho pa»t 
twelve mouths a marked aofteuiug of tho 
feeling toward Mr. Oladalone on tho part of 
tho Tories. Thia change of feeling was v/ell 
illuR'rated in the Goiiimona when, on tho oc- 
casion of hia birthday, tho Opposition 
bonchefl, under Mr. liilfnur'a leadorahip 
joined the Government's following in lustily 
clieerint; hia appearance in tlui House. .Such 
liitlerneas toward him aa atill exiata ia prin- 
cipally confined to tho Uninniata, who ap- 
pear to have captured tho House of Lords, 
and will bo able to use their majority as a 
weapon againat Mr. Gladstone's staying 
powers, but he fairly conquered the Com- 
mons when on his birthday, with hia fine, 
a[)'tro, ereot flgnre, sprightly step and 
kindly oountenanoe, and resplendent with a 
bouquet - in his - buttonhole.- No one could 
help shouting.

THE MIDWINTER FAIR. 

Numerous Inquiries na to ItsOpenlnK—l'ropesal 
to Have a Twenty-Five Cent Day. 

San Franoisco, Jan. 4. — Some idea of the 
number of people who may.be expected in 
San Francisco on the official opening day 

can be gained from the fact that the Execu- 
tive committeo ia constantly ia receipt of 
letters from dilToront Staten asking that the 
date of the formal opening bo furnished 
them at tho eariiest posaiblo moment, as 
partiea of their friends .ire arranging to 
come in company to tho opening and wish to 
know the day so that they may be ready. As 
has been already stated much will depend on 
tho rapidity with which tho foreign exhibits 
arrive from Chicago and are properly in- 
alalled. In all probability, however, Jan. 
'20 will be the day, though an authoritative 
announcement will bo made at the earliest 
possible moment. M. J. Henneeay, who 
was connected with Blarney Uaatle, in the 
Midway Plaisanco, Chicago, haa applied to 
tho Executive Committeo for space in which 
to erect an Irish Inn, a fao-eimile reproduc- 
tion of the "Coach and Horse," Merrion, 
County Dublin. Thia inn waa used ao the 
half-way houae, between Kingstown and 
Dublin, over 50 ye^ra ago, before railways 
were introduced into Ireland. 

A suggestion has been made to theExccu- 
!o committee that on one day each week 
during the exhibition, preferably on Sun- 
day, the price of admission ahould bo re- 
duced to 25 cents, aa it has been during tho 
prelinunary period. Thia suggeation is 
made in the interest of the meohanio and 
laborer, to whom the charge of 50 oenta for 
himself, his wife an(L poasibly a family of 
several children, is /qalte atn item of ex- 
pense. This plan was adopted at 
tho great London Exhibition of 
1851, one day in each week 
being known as "Bhilling day," and was 
eagerly taken advantage of by tho laboring 
classes. At tho same time the experiment 
proved to be highly satisfactory to tlie ex- 
hibition mana(;ement. Another advantage 
gained was through the faut that the me- 
chanics and artisans of the country wero 
thus brought face to face with tho univeraol 
educational features of the affair. The ex- 
ecutive committee of the Midwinter Fair 
have taken the suggestion under considera- 
tion. 



THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 

Proposnl to Abolish Agencies and Treat tho 
lied Men us Citlzeus, 

WASHI^•c^TO^•, Jan. 4.— The report that 
the committee on Indian affaira.of the Houao 
had recommended that all Indian agencies 
in the State of Waahington be abolished is 
without foundation. Even had such a re- 
port been made by tho committee, it would 
have had no efTeot on tho Houae, since tho 
recommendation of tho commissioner of In- 
dian affairs would have far more weight. 
Tho publication of thia report was tho 
work of Congressman Holnian, cr-watoh- 
dog of tho Treasury, who haa been deposed 
from tho place which he so long held as 
chairman of tho committee on appropria- 
tions, but who still retains the chairmanship 
of the committee on Indian affaira- He is 
determined to make a record somehow, and 
thinks ho can do it by cutting off the few 
thousand dollars allotted to tho men who 
take c,\Te of the Indiana in tho State of 
Washington. Ho bases hia viewa, which 
are personal and iiave not yet received tho 
sanction of any other member of the com- 
mittee on Indian affairs, on a cenaua report 
mode not long ago by Prof. Donaldson, a 
special agent of tho census bureau, on the 
condition of tho North American Indians. 

Tho theory advanced by Prof. Donaldson 
ia that when the Indians have been allotted 
lands in severalty and have been odmitted 
to citizenship they ahould be treated ua 
other citizens of the state in which they re- 
side, and all governmental restraint be re- 
moved from them. This is a very pretty 
theory, but any one who knows the oondi- 
tion of the Indian after he has received hia 
atlottment of land will readily see how im- 
practicable it would be to put such a theory 
into praotioe. The Indian bureau, which 
haa at its head men of practical 
experience in dealing with Indiana, 
laughs at tho idea of abolishing 
these agencies. Assistant Commissioner 
Armstrong says that in nearly every case 
tho Indians are worse off when they have 
received their lands in severalty than they 
wero before, until they have learned to till 
tho soil Even then they have trouljles 
about which they appeal to the government 
and it is much cheaper to maintain an agent 
to look after these matters than it would bu 
to appnint a apecial commiaaion to look up 
every individual complaint. It is safe to 
say that there will bo no aboliahing of In- 
dian agencicb in Washington thia year.

A 
teat of the machine was made yesterday.

Early in the afternoon, say those w;bo 
were present, the tin horn indicator was 
pointed north towards the park, and at 4, 
aa it was getting dark, the man and hia 
machine were 600 yards from where the 
money was buried.

I'UI.III'KK TASS. 

Plusiper Pass, Jan. ;5,— The laat twelve 
montha have wrought but. little change in 
this community. Financially tho settle- 
ment has ' Improved .remarkably, and in 
addition'to' a store' erected in the spring, 
several new buildings now adorn the place, 
among which may be classed a large . hotel 
and the Government fog alarm station. -The 
post oflico statistics for the year indicate a 
ateady commercial progress, and the returns 
are highly creditable to so small a settle- 
ment as the Pass. Thero has been an in- 
crease in crime aa compared with other 
yeara, aa in tho apring varioua depredationa 
wore committed by outsiders in robbing un- 
inhabited houses, whilst numerous oaaua of 
sheep and cattle etaaling were reported ; 
but thanks to Superintendent F. S. Hnasey, 
of tho Provincial police, officer McNeill baa 
since been stationed here, and ia doing 
good work in remedying tho evil. 

A larger interest has been taken in aheep 
raising, and so far with success. Mr. War- 
burton I'iko, of Saturna Island, and W. 
Grimmer, of Pender Idland, are among the 
largest stock raisers around this district, 
and it ia pleasing to note that thia latter 
gentleman has been most succossful with his 
exhibits at the did'uront fairs. Agricultural 
purauita have been diligently followed up 
and the hay and grain crops were exceed- 
ingly good. Attention ia being more goner- 
ally given to tho raising of fruit for which 
theao ialands are well adapted, and many 
now orchards have been laid out with big 
nnticipatious. Tho fruit crops, however, 
wua not so good as in former years. Tho 
population of tho islands has been steadily 
increasing, Galiano Islund more especially 
receiving its sl;aro of the advantage and 
judging from letters of enquiriea received 
from friends and others as to the locality of 
the place, more settlers will arrive in the 
spring. 

Sealing, dog fisfaiBg and salmon fiahing 
are among the prinoipal operations engaged 
in by tho young men, who find it a paying 
industry, whilst tho transportation of cord 
wood to tho River canneries and cities ia 
attaining prominence. Coal prospecting on 
the Islands took place in the spring and the 
indications wera ao good that a syndicate, 
formed principally of Westminster and Van- 
couver oapltalists, undertook fo put a bore 
hole down on Saturna. Misfortune, how- 
over, followed their undertaking, as afc a 
depth of over 100 feet the bead of the drill 
broke, leaving the remainder of the steel in 
the hole, every endeavor to get it out prov- 
ing unaucoessful. The oompiiny, however, 
intend renewing their operations, and a 
diamond drill which has been purchased by 
them in the East, is at present lying in 
Vancouver awaiting further developments 
in the spring. 

On behalf of the settlers residing in and 
around thia neighborhood a hearty vote of 
thanka is accorded Capt. Joggers of the 
" Yoaemite," Purser Bishop and others of 
that ship's officera who have throughout the 
year extended them every courtesy and oon- 
eidcration. 

Probably the largeat gathering that baa 
been witnessed at a soiree on Mayne Island 
took pUco in the schoolroom, after tho chil- 
dren'a entertainment, on Monday evening, 
December 25. Over 100 people were pre- 
sent, and the committee of management 
may well feel proud of tho success attending 
their efforts. 

A case of aheep worrying by dogs has 
been reported on the island, a ewe belong- 
ing to Mr. T. Bennett being found in tho 
woods torn to pieces.

Energetic Encleavoi s Ifaking to Unite 
the Five Kepublics of Geutral 
America. 



And Still the War Goes Ou iu Earnest 
Between Nicaragua and 
Houiluras. 



New York, Jan. 3. — The World aaya 
that for the first time in. many montlu the 
represeotatives of Guatemala, Sani Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, whoao 
niaotinga were long irregularly held in ihb 
old capitol building in San Joso, in Guate- 
mala, have boon able to reach Bomothing 
like an underatandiog. At tho final con- 
ferenoea, whioh:wlU come very ahorlly and 
oontione for eorne weeks, the new Confed- 
erate Bepublio of Central America, com- 
priaing the fiva independent states of this 
r jvolation-raoked region, !a expected to 
aiaunie aomethiDg like constitutional ahapo. 

The new constitution provides for a prca- 
idenc with a term of four yeara. Senor D. 
Salinaa, well known aa tho vice-president 
of the Niouraguan senate, advocated u six- 
year term for tho chief inogiatratB and in- 
eligibility to re-eleotioD, and thia proviao 
may be embodied in tho inatrument. There 
ia to be a senate composed of four members 
from each of the high contracting states, 
with a term of six years each. The popular 
branch of congresB is to be ohosen by uni- 
versal snffrage. Xhe judioial power will be 
liketbabin.tbia oonntry. Meanwhile, pre- 
parations, for the assembling of delegates 
are aotively making and Senor J, Leiba, 
the moBi! inflnential Gosta Rlosn that ever 
repreieoted his country in Salvador, has 
formally extended an invitation to Presi- 
dent Dnran of the San Salvador chamber of 
deputies to visit the Guatemelan capital. 
In the latter place Yioe-Presideat L. M. 
Flores has been formally reoeiviug suoh of 
the foreign ropreaentativea aa have been ar- 
riving. 

Tho stately oapitol buildings at San Jose, 
capital of Costa Kica, and at Nueva Guat- 
emala, will thus become tho theatre of most 
complicated intrigues before many weeka. 
It 15iirrioa should foel that the Ezjtaa are 
outwittin)^ him in the congreaa (which, by 
tho way, numbers some forty membera with 
deliberative authority only) hia only way to 
balk their schemes will bo by uncompromis- 
ingly oppoaing federation. Hut hisown power 
is now trembling in tho balance, and audi 
Guatemalan leudera aa President Saluz kr, of 
tho supreme court, and General Mendizibel 
have come out in direct antugouiam to the 
president. Guatemala ia tho moat import- 
ant of the countries involved, and whatever 
she does can hardly fail to decide the fate of 
the federation scheme. For about twenty- 
six years thia nation formed part of what 
waa known as the confederation of Central 
America, and the proaperity of every coun- 
try which was included in that union has 
declined since its diasolution. Revolutions 
have come regularly. Commerce and trade 
no longer flourish. 

S^nor Joae Vargas, of Costa Bios, will, it 
is announced, proceed to Guatemala in the 
interests of federation and during the Con- 

greu'lB to urge hostility to the United 
tates of 'Aiueriaa. "tphia ardent gentleman 
was very bitter against tbis country during 
thV Chlliari' imbroglio; '"'He'^aeouaes Uncle 
Sam of being selfish and of asserting the 
Monroe doctrine from unworthy motives. 
His adherents In the Costa Uioa ohdmber of 
deputies few of whom will go to San Jose 
this r/inter to vote for the new federal con- 
Btitution) are likewiao enemies of the North 
American eagle. Indeed, it ia curioua that 
this republic has manifested very little 
interest in tho efforts of tho five Central 
American govornmenta to form a united 
nation. 

Tho drift of opinion ia that General Bar- 
rios will bo made firat preaident of tho now 
republic. Oae of the Ezetaa would probably 
bo given second place. But the trouble ia 
that these rival leadora aro ao anxious for 
power that one would very unwillingly play 
second fiddle to tho other. Thia fact has 
given rise to a moderate party, pledged to 
repudiate all present leadera and elect non- 
military officiala under the federal constitu- 
tion when ithaa finally been made the law 
o' tho land. In Honduraa and in Sm Sal- 
vador, where the people are auflfering from 
riivolutionary adventurers, thia policy findi 
most favor. But those facta aro both of 
minor importance. 

The Herald'a apecial cable from Managua, 
Nicaragua, says : Already Polioarpo Bon- 
ilia, leader of tho Honduran inaurgenta, haa 
invaded Honduras from Nicaraguan aoil, 
haa captured the towna of corpua and 
Ynacaran, has set up u provisional govern- 
ment in the former plaoe and Prendent 
Zslaya, of Nicaragua, has recognized hia 
authority. Bonilla's insurgent forces, aided 
by a body of Nioaraguuns, captured Yua- 
oarar, only this afternco | and immediately 
PrealUent Zelaya issued » decree formally 
recouniz'ng the provisional -governmeut of 
the vioGorioos general. The provisional 
government was set up In the town of 
Corpua on December 30, the day on which 
that place was captured by Bonilla, after a 
five hours' siege, 

Preaident V.iiKjuez's Iobscb in thai, engage- 
ment wore twonly-threo men killed and live 
wo\inded. The invuilers hud two killed and 
several wounded. Bunilla'a men are how 
surrounding Choluteca and cutting oil com- 
munication. They made a desporale at- 
tempt to take Cuartel, which was success- 
fully defended by General Villela. (Jeneral 
Rosaa waa killed iu this engagement. The 
besieging army has not given up hopes and 
will try it again. They are camped around 
the town, imkI are endeavoring to starve out 
Voaquez'a troopa. 

President Vasqucz's haughty challenge to 
Nicaragua in hia decree of October ;)U waa 
accepted by the Nicaraguan army, and they 
decided to invade hia territory and help 
Bonilla and hia Honduraa rebels. Three 
thousand Nicaraguan aoldiera, commanded 
by General Ort< z, occupied San Luis and 
Cincopino on December 21, awaiting Vas- 
quez'a threatened invasion of Nicanignan 
soil, Vaaquez had reinforced hia command 
by loyal troops from Choluteca and Corpua, 
and a battle near Choluteca seemed Immin- 
ent. The Invaders are now trying to gain 

Sossession of Amapela, and in tho meantime 
rioaragua is reoruiting more troops to send 
to the frontier.

EUROPKAN PROSPE'JTS. 

War PreparatldiiH and War's Alarms-Turkey 
and tireece thi> Snbjecls of Close 
Attention. 

London, Jan. 3.— In looking over an ox 
port diagnosis of the military situation for 
tho past five or six years it ia curious to note 
the number of reasons given connected with 
the changing of weapons, completing for' 
tresses and so on, for tho belief that nobody 
would bo ready to fight until 1894. Every 
body studying Europe's vast preparations 
for u struggle seems to pitch upon this as 
the date when they will come natur- 
ally to a head. Tbroughoub Europe 
there is estimated to be 130,000 
more men under arms than a year ago. It 
H the expectation that when the end of 
1S9-1 comea around it will find an altered 
ni vp. Tho strain ia loo heavy. Something 
muat give way aomowhero during the com 
in^ year. There ia no exaggeration in 
tp.-aking of thia view aa univoraal. So keen 
and tranquil an observer as Sir Charlea 
Dilke, who has been alwaya heretofore in 
the habit of aaying that tho cliancca really 
wero Iieavily against a war, haa now changed 
hia mind. This is true of other atudeuta of 
tho international situation lesa well known, 
huh whose opiniona carry great weight. 

But not tho wiaoat prophets can foreaay 
tho moat ohoraoteristic feature of all which 
it is tho mieaion of 1894 to develop. 1'hat 
it ia undoubtedly tho fierce unglophubia 
which haa now taken such a powerful hold 
on the French mind. Englishmen who 
habitually viait France at midwinter return 
shaking their heads. Whilo there has been 
uo overt discourtesy, they have been con- 
BoiouB thia time of an almost universal an- 
tipathy Burrounding them aa by a wall. All 
through what remaina of tho winter and in- 
creaaiugly ao iu tho spring we may be pre- 
pared for a aucccaaion of war alarms muoh 
more definite and violent than any during 
recent yeara. Juat at tho moment 
Constantinoplo happens to bo tho 
centre of apprebension, Muoh of 
this, doubtless, tiims upon the 
fear that Russia intends a sudden naval 
doacent upon tho Bosphoms and Darda- 
nelloa. All exporta agree that (Jonstonti- 
uoplo ia practically unable to offer a de- 
fense against suoh a descent.. The .Turkish 
fleet is all laid up inside of the latter Horn 
without coal or munUiouB of war. The 
ahore forts are quite antiquated and worth- 
leaa. If Russia made suoh an attempt its 
practical result would be a union of her 
Black sea and Mediterranean fleeta, a total 
of eleven veeaela, backed by ton French, 
which makes twenty-one to oflaot England'a 
thirteen in thoae waters. The apace of a 
single fortnight might cover not only a 
seizure of Constantinople and ila nominal 
dofencca, but also a great naval battle. 

Leaa speotular, but quite aa aerioua, is 
tho international aapeot of Greece's pro- 
posed repudiation of her debt. Thia ia 
what Tricoupis' financial programme really 
involvea. The Greek exterior gold loans, 
amounting to over §100,000,000 and chitfly 
held in England and Germany, are secured 
by hypothecitiug certain forma of interna- 
tional taxation. Tricoupia calmly proposes 
to annul these pledges and declare theae 
taxes available for Government uses instead. 
No doubt, with their public debt of $00 per 
capito, tho Greeka find this an extremely 
comfoitable way out of the dilemma ; but 
the London and Berlin Foreign ntliccs have 
served a plain notice that no such thing will 
be permitted, and I know that steps to en- 
force this warning are in contemplation 
which officials hero regard as grave in tho 
extreme. Here also everything ia felt to 
have been altered by the faotof the presence 
of the Russian warships In tho Mediter- 
ranean. 



NEW YOliK STOCKS. 

The Market .Stronger Owln;? to Freer Trading 
by tlie Professional Element. 

New York, Jan. 4. — Tho Wall street 
markets were decidedly stronger to-day. 
Bad news has been practically ignored, and 

even tho loss in St. Paul earnings for the 

fourth week of December of S218,900, and 
for the month of $757,4-14 was without 
effect. The rise can only be explained by 
tho fact that tho professional element, for 
aomo reason, has become imbued with the 
idea that the " bear " catnpaign has come 
to an end. The covering movement was 
more pronounced than yesterday, although 
at the close the leading stocks oould ho ob- 
tained at rates considerably below yester- 
day's figures. The Improvement ranged 
from ^ to 33 per cent., and was unusually 
well distributed. The principal advances 
were : — Western Union, 2§ to 84:/ ; Sugar, 
IJ to 79.^ ; Chicago, Burlington and Quinoy, 
ij to 76i; Northwestern, 1;/ to 99J ; St. 
Paul, ]I 10 5G| ; Rock Island, 11 to G4g ; 
L'lckawanna, '21 to 105 ; LouisvilU- & Nash- 
ville, 2 to 4uJ; ; Missouri Puoific, 1.,' to '22 ; 
New York Central, 1^ to 97.4 ; New Eng- 
land, l.j to 11 ; Rio Grande, I,-,' to 19^, and 
Omahu, I}, to The high prices led to 

Bome aalea lor tho " longa " and a rccesaion 
of .1 to 1 per cent followed; At the close, 
however, the market was firm in lone. In 
tho spcciullies, Groat Northern proferrcd 
decreased 3 to 100, and St. Paul and Duluth 
3 to 25. Tho total sales wore 785,405 
ahares. Closing bids : Atchison & Santa Fn, 
llij; Chicago, Burlinyton & (Juiucy, 75j! ; 
Canada Southern, Sl.Jj ; Canadian Pacilic, 
72 ; Central Pacific, 13^ ; Chicigo, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati k St, Louia, .'!5 ; Delaware, 
LackaHnnna it Woatern, ICG ; Erie, 13t ;

THE OPPOSITION'S TACTICS. 

The frequent miarepreaentutions resorted 
to by Oppoaition papers in assailing the 
Government has been a matter of oomment 
in these columns. Only a few of the more 
flagrant instances have been referred to 
from time to time, because Bystematically to 
attempt to expose the deliberate dishonesty 
of those papers would be to nauseate our 
readers with its repetition. Suocinotly 
stated, then, their policy seems to bo to 
distort every expression of the members of 
the Government bo aa to , leave, if 
possible, a miachtevoaa ImpreBsion. They 
have failed to present a vital issue 
upon which to establish a charge or, 
while deaointing volubly about corruption 
and what not, to unearth a tittle of evidence 
to substantiate their accusatioos. The 
avidity with which they seize upon a mis- 
print in a report of a speech shows the scan- 
tiness of material ot their disposal and to 
what extremities they are reduced, and how 
dishonestly they exoroiao their talents. 
With so little to inspire their pens, they tear 
many a passion to tatters in a manner that 
would more violently distress the soul of 
Shakespeare than the histrionic efforts of 
the poor actors of his own day. When wo 
add to these dishonest tactics, puerile aa 
they are those of insinuation and inu- 
endo, wo have fairly summed up the whole 
policy of the Opposition. 

We have already referred several times to 
the manner in whioh the News-Advertiser 
treated a misptint in the Coloni.st'.s report 
of the Premier's speech at Nanaimo, where- 
by Mr. Davie was represented as advocat- 
ing that the Nanaimo coal trade should 
bo confined to San ^Francisco. This is a 
striking illustration of what we mean and 
affords a no less striking proof of 
the low standard of oritioism whioh such 
writers have set up. In this style of war- 
fare the News-Advertiser is the undoubted 
chief, and the Timca and Columbian un- 
hesitatingly march to its lead. Even if no 
correction had been made, and the Premier 
had actually used the language which might 
hav9 been so interpreted, no sane man would 
believe that that was the meaning intended 
to be conveyed. No member of the Oppoai- 
tion would honestly impute so foolish a 
sentiment to the Premier, speaking, aa ho 
was, right in the centre of the coal induatrj'. 
Not only would the editor of the News- 
Advertiser know in bia heart if such lan- 
guage had been made use of that it was in- 
advertent, but he had before him the reports 
of the Free Press (Oppoaition) and the Tele- 
gram to tell him that such language was not 
used. Yet, in the face of these, he 
aeleotcd from the whole of Mr, Dav- 
ie's exhaustive speeeb a single sen- 
tence, and that containing a palpable 
misprint, as the basis of a long article of in- 
vective, and when tho fact is brought 
directly to his notice by an explanation and 
an explicit contradiction, sustained by 
proof, ho meets it with evasion ohuracter- 
iatio of the man's whole joamaliatio oareer. 
What Mr. Davie said and what be meant 
were alike plain to his hearers. It was 
a practical exposition of coiidltions aa 
they existed, and a key to tho policy of the 
Government in relation to the development 
of the ooal deposits of the Interior. Owing 
to geographioal oonditions, the ooal trade 
of Nanaimo is oonfiued to the' Coast and 
must In tho noture of things continue so to 
be. On the other hand, such coal fields as 
those of Nicola, In tho Interior, should 
bo dovoloped to supply tho country 
east of the Solkirka. Not that, 
aa tho Free Press argues, NJopla . would 
oompeto with coast coal on the ooaat, 
beoauae that is another geographical im- 
possibility, bub that It should supply tho 
demands of the country, to which. It ia trl- 



butary. The Newa-Advertlsor hoa not at- 
tempted to argue against the wisdom of 
such a policy ; it has, however, in a very 
trumpery way, inveighed against what was 
not said and wbat^np sensiblo man would 
ever think of saying." We have referred to 
thia matter again to direct attention to the 
desperate straits in which the Opposition is 
placed when it has to resort to such frauds 
on;the . thinking publio; whereon to . build 
political hopes of suDoesa.' . 



MR. BOWBLL'S MISSION, 

The Hon. Mr. Bp well evidently, made a 
good impression ' on those with whom he 
came in contact in Australia, Ho is very 
kindly and most respectfully spoken of by 
the nowspapera, and hia mission ia regarded 
aa ono of nuicli ninro than ordinary im- 
portance. Tho Sydney Morning Herald, a 
day or two after his departure, alludes to 
his visit in tho following terms : 

Tho ploaaant " sending ofT" given to tho 
Canadian MIniator of Trudo and Cuatonia 
on Saturday is tho uloso of an interesting 
nii.ssion. The olosn of thu mission, so fur ua 
Australia ia cnncurntd, ia but llio begin- 
ning, wo coiilidently hope, of a new puge 
in tho history of relatioiia between these 
colonics and liritiali North America. 
In Boveriil ways Air. IJowell'a coming has 
been useful. It has given ua not only a 
more vivid and a peraonal iutereac in Can- 
ada and taught ua practically how really 
desirous the people of that cinmtry are to 
form olosor bonds of brothcrliooil und coni- 
inorcia! inlercli.mgo with ua, but tliu Cana- 
dian Minister Ima fiunislud a telling object 
Ics.mn to U8 on the biMiutita and poi-aibililiea 
of federation. Mr, HowuU has been sur- 
prised and puzzled to lind overyliody every- 
where in favor of federation of the colonics, 
and still we have not federation. It some- 
times seems a puzzle to outsiders that wo 
can see from time to time tho various little 
roeka and srumbling blocka that rise up 
hero and there and temporarily c'lusu 
n diversion from the track. But 
wo know us truly as tho Canadian 
minister has found that we are bound for 
federation. One visitor exhibited some 
political shrowdnesa when he said that per- 
hapa the blooking of federation bad eome of 
each one of us being afraid of one man 
taking the lead and obtaining more codos 
than the others. If he haa not made a 
hull's eye ho has made a good shot at tho 
truth. 

If tho Minister of Customs has, while en- 
deavoring to establish bettor and closer 
commercial relations between Canada and 
tho Australian colonies, been able in any 
degree to aasist the pnblie-npirlted men of 
those ooloniea in bringing about the union 
which ia ao necessary to their well-being, 
present and future, every true-hearted 
Ciknadlan will rcjoico. Tho good of tho 
Empire to which wo all belong and are 
proud of as well as that of Australia, will 
be furthered when the ditjointed oolonies of 
that continent, now fooliehly jealous of each 
other and pulling against each other, are all 
united in ono closely knit federation, having 
but a single ainiand all working harmonioualy 
for the general welfare. When that takes 
place, as It surely will before very long, the 
Importance of Australia, both in the Em- 
pire and in tho estimation of the world, will 
bo wonderfully increased. Union in that 
case win he something more and something 
better than mere strength. !Mr. Bowell 
may well feel proud if he has in any way 
aided In bringing about such a consum- 
mation. 



AN BNLiaBTBNED VIMW. 

Many American newspapers represent 
President Cleveland as wholly in tho wrong 
in the Hawaiian business. They condemn 
hia interference aa being both unwarrant- 
able and unconstitutional. According to 
them, he should have allowed matters to 
take their oouno, and when the time oame 
recommended Congress to accept the terri- 
tory that had been so generously ofitered the 
United States by tho Provisional Govern- 
ment, which exercised its powers by the 
grace of J. L, Stevens. Those papers ox- 
press themselves so positively ond ao con- 
fidently that their readera might ba exeused 
If they come to the conclusion that there is 
but one aide to the Hawaiian queatton, and 
that in acting as he has done, Freaident 
Cleveland ia manifestly in the wrong. 

lJut there are two aides to the Hawaiian 
queation — tho right side and tho wrong side, 
the honorable aide and the diahonorablo side 
— and there are many people and many jour- 
nals which maintain that the aide taken by 
Mr. Cleveland ia the right and the honor- 
able one. Among these latter is Harper's 
Weekly. Ita article on " The Preijidont'a 
Hawaii Measago" is a completo justifica- 
\ioa of the course pursued by Mr, Cleve- 
land. These are its opening sentences : 

Wo risk nothing in saying that no fair- 
minded person can read I'leaident Clovo- 
land'a rneeaugo on tho Hawaiian allair with- 
out coming to the conclusion that tlio Preai- 
dent and tlie Secretary ot State are ubaolutuly 
right in every position they have taken 
with regard to thia unfortunate buainesa. 
No State paper concerning a similar subject 
haa over come from tho Executive ollico that 
rellected more honor upon our Government, 
and of which every patriotic American 
citizen had more reason to bo proud- It sets 
forth once more in a plain, clear and candid 
way, tho well-established facts of tho over- 
throw of the Hawaiian Government by a 
small band of oonapiratora under tho 
Instigation of the American Minister 
and with the aid of United States 
troops— facts bo well verified by doou- 
montary proofs and all manner of 
conclusive evidenoe that the moat unsornpu- 
louB partisan mendaoity has not beon able 
to obscure them. It is well that the Presi- 
dent's message shows more fully than it has 
been ollicially shown heretofore bow the 
American minister had for years been bent 
upon accomplishing tho annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands to tho United States; how 
he had yearned for tho "golden hour" of 
opportunity; how ho had asked tho State 
department to permit him to use the United 
Statea forces In Hawaiian waters for pur- 
poses beyond tho more protection of the 
American Legation and of tho lives and 
property of American eitiznns, and how 
when he thought tho "golden hour" hud 
arrived he used tho United States foroua 
even to tho extent of committing on 
unjustifiuhln aoti of war against a 
friendly Government. What interests the 
American people most at tho present 
moment ia the conduct of our own Govern- 
ment under such circumstances. Tho gov- 
ernuient of Hawaii,. had. been stolen and 



ofTorod to the United States in hot haste by 
tho thieyos, f ■ . . ^ . 

It ia refreahing to read the Weekly's ap- 
peal to the honor and love of fair play of 
tho American people. It is evidently con 
Qdent of a prompt and general response 
from ita readers. It appears to know that 
those who;would eagerly accept the atolen 
goods witliout asking a eiuglo question as to 
how they were obtained are but a minority, 
thouGih an impudent and nniny one, of the 
Amcrioau people. 

WANTONLY INSULTING. 

Mr. W. T. Stead, the irreprea.^ible, has 
found that tho ladles of Chiougo do not re 
card him aa a heiven sent prophet. A few 
days ago, when addressing an organization 
composed, of . the ' members of the -tladiee' 
clubs of the city, assembled for the purpose 
of devising means to relieve tho unem- 
ployed, ho used language which any audi 
euoo composed of respectable women in any 
country could not but regard aa moat ofTen 
sivo. In fact, it is difficult to understand 
how any man desiring to be ' ooneidered a 
gentleman could bring hinriBelf to speak as 
ho did. Tho audience, among whom were 
tho moat actively benevolent and moat 
highly cultured women of Chicago, were 
deeply indiguant, and they warmly resented 
b.;ing talked to in a way so utterly uncalled 
for and ao inexcusable. The newspapers 
h.ivo taken the part of the ladles, and 
liAVO in very plain and very foroibLo Ian 
gunge oxpreaaed their opinion of the course 
puraued by Mr. Stead. Tho Tribune spoake 
of "Stead's impertinence," and says ■: "It 
is high time that Mr, Stead should be made 
to understand that bis servioea in the matter 
of th3 unemployed are needed no longer in 
thia city, and that it will he a relief from a 
peraonal and a bouclit from a general point 
of view when he shakes the duat of Chicago 
ofl his feot and turns his face towards now 
delda for hia peculiar style of Introducing 
reforms." This is mild compared with 
many of the Tribune's expressions, iiind we 
must say that wo are not surprised at tho 
indignation manifested by tho people and 
the newspapers of Chidigo. It ia inipos 
sible to Imagine Mr, Stead speaking in tho 
way he did at the ladies' meeting in Chicago 
to a similar audience in England. If he 
should attempt it, we venture to say that, if 
there wore any men present, he would bo In 
danger of being thrown out of a window, or 
of being forcibly ejected in some other way. 
Neither English men Bpr English women 
would stand much of that kind of offen 
sivo noueonse.

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BUSINESS IN CANADA. 

A Great Deal of Exasgerated Talk Has Been 
Indulged In Itegardlng De- 
I)reBslon. 

■. (From tho Montreal Star.) 

Does a buainesb dojireaaiou at preaent ex- 
ist throughout tho Uomiiiion of Canada 1 
There has been a lot said oa this point, 
many holding that tho buainesa depreeeion 
in tbe .United States ia now hcginuiug to 
make itself felt in Canada. The falling olT 
. in the receipts of our two bii; i ailroada, the 
oomplaintti regarding paymenta, tho doprca- 
sion whleh the ootton oiaDufaoturora atate 
they are experiencing, tbe falliog off in 
wholesale orders, all in - the opinion 
of many, show that Canada ia at 
present passing through, a. oommeroial 
crisis. Enquiries from .well-informed 
sources go to show that a great deal of this 
talk ia exaggerated, altboagh there are few 
who will pretend that bnsiness is not as ao- 
tive as had been- expected, or as is usually 
the oase at this season of the year, W hole- 
sale nieo oomplnio that there ii no money 
in the country, that they cannot sell goods, 
and not dlj^ly this, but th&t they are receiv- 
ing back from the retailer goods that had 
been ordered some time ago. As for the re- 
tail trade in Montreal there la a general 
compUint that it ia not nearly' up to the 
volume of previoua yoara. 

Horo ia what tho manager of ono of tho 
largest banks in thooity has to sayof tho eitu- 
ation: " Tho principal busineaa dcpreaeion at 
the preaent time appears toboinMnnitobaand 
the Northweat. Nobody ia paying ua there. 
Tho cropa have beou abort and pricoa »ro 
low, 80 that while it ia coating the farmer 
juat as much as formerly to bring hia grain 
eaat, lie ia not getting aa much for it «a be- 
fore, nor hii.s ho aa much of it to eoll. Buai- 
nesa haa buen very good in Ontario, and 
payments have been regular from there, 
while in (liiebec Province wo have very 
little to complain of." 

" How about tho Maritime Provinces?" 

"Oh, they are going along there in the 
eanio old, qiiiot, almost dead way. There ia 
very little buainesa doing down there." 

" You consider, then, taking Canada 
generally, that something of a business de- 
pression exiatB }" 

" Yes, I do." 

" Do you expect any immediate improve- 
ment ?" 

" I cannot say that I do. Everything in 
Canada depends upon the crop. Wo will 
now simply have to wait for another crop. 
Our failure list is very much larger, too." 

" There is another matter," continued the 
bank manager, " that very much affects 
trade here, and that is the proposed Ameri- 
can Tariff Bill. Manufaottirera here will 
not branch out in any new lines till the 
tariir matter is settled, and wholesale men 
will nob purchase ahead for the same reason. 
We are simply waiting ' here. We expect 
also ohanees in our own tarifi', and it of 
coarse will have to be guided to some extent 
by the fate of the Wilson Bill." 

Another bank manager when spoken to 
said that he did not see any serious depres- 
sion, or'anything to cause uneasiness. Pay- 
menta in aomo instances were not aa good aa 
they would like, buc this waa often mot 
with. The financial depression, which 
forced seventy-threo railway companies in 
the United States into the hands of receiv- 
ers, haa not been without tffect on tho rail- 
way busiaess of Canada. The decline in 
freight traffic for tho month as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year 
is Strikingly abnormal." 

VICTORIA'S FEEE LlBRAliY. 

Annual Keport of the Librarian to the Coun 
cll— New Books Needed. 

J Below ia given in full tho annual report 
of Dr. James McGregor, city librarian, to 
the Mayor and Council : 

" The total number of books lent out dur- 
ing the year was 21,625 ; to ladies, 10,224; 
to gentlemen, 11,401. This tjave a daily 
average of nearly 70, (67). Xiew members 
are 376— ladies 145, gentlemen 231. While 
we have added almost 400 to our list of 
readers, we have only added 2^ to our Hat 
of books; and these include 160 volumes pre- 
sented by Mr. Robt. Williams. They are 
mainly claaaical and methematical books. 
Our hook list now numbers 7,0S0. That 
would be the number of volumes in our 
library, if none had been destroyed or lost. 
Many hundreds of them have been used up 
by couatant use (not to aay abuse) of them 
for more than four years. 

" .More than 30 per cont. of tho books 
tiikrn out are paper covered novels. These 
aro given to the library aa fines, or gifts 
from readers who have already read them. 
Only for these we would have been in a 
serious difficulty. 

"Asido from tho department of fiction, 
the library is an excellent one now," in eci- 
eutifio books, books of travel and history. 
It is specially well supplied in books of gen- 
eral reference. 

"Aa to the public reading room, it haa 
been supplied with papers and periodicals 
almoat entirely by Mr. Bitbel'a annuiil 
donation of $50. This has i>een continued 
for four years, but for some reason Mr. 
Ri.hethas seen fit to discontinue it this 
year. 

" We have therefore now in the reading 
room only three daily newspapers (two of 
them the Victoria papers) supplied by the 
generosity of the publishers. 

" We have no weeklies or magazines at 
all."

CHILIAN CLAIMS COM&ILSSION. 

Failure to Extend tbe Period of Its Existence 
and Its Consequent Early Ter- 
mination. 

Washington, Jan, 4 — No ofRcial notifi- 
cation has been made to tho members of the 
Chilian claima comniiBsion that tho sugges- 
tion for tho extension of tho period 
of its legal existence has bcetv denied 
hy the government of Chili. , The first 
cdlcial . act of the -bommission when 
it met on the 9th of j last October was to ad- 
dress a communication to the two govern- 
ments calling attention to the fact that six 
months was a very brief period within which 
to transact the business committed to it. It 
is intimated that if the U. S. government is 
desiroua of a extension of the career of tho 
commission, its attitude toward that propo- 
sition haa changed ainco the aubjeot waa 
lirat broached, at which time and later rep- 
reaentativea of tho United Stutoa wore 
reported to bj opposed to tho ex- 
tonaiou. Favorable consideration thereof 
haa been manifoalod only ainoo December 8, 
after which date, according to tho terma of 
the treaty, no cloims could bo filed, Tho 
docket then ahouol three olaims filed 
against tho United States and thirty-nine 
against Chili. The government of the lat- 
ter country ia also said to have undergone a 
change of opinion at about tho eamo date 
with respect to the expediency and desir- 
ability of giving tho commission further 
time. For wliercaa it was previously the 
understanding that Chili would authorize 
her minister hero to agree to an extension, 
now it is reported alio deems six mouths 
ample timo for the commisaion to do ita 
business. Xho (fleet of the failure to ex- 
tend tho term of tho conimiasion, in the 
opinion of thoao connected with it, will bo 
to put beyond any hope of determination all 
the claims not fully submitted by Janu- 
ary 15. 

THE PRESS GANG. 

rem Resortlntr to Extremes to Fill Up the 
Uanks of the Army. 

Lima, Peru, Jan.-l. — Government authori- 
tioa are going to great lengtha in their efforts 
to levy soldiers to servo in the regular 
army. Sven boys and young and old men 
are seized in the streets by recruiting par- 
ties and dragged to the barracks, where 
they are forced to enter the ranks. Tho 
claeses of citizens who have been exempt 
from forced enlistment do not escape this 
time. Even national guardsmen are made 
to join the regular forces. It waa impossi- 
ble to bury some corpses which had boon 
taken to the cemeteries for interment yes- 
terday, as tho grave-diggers employed at 
these places had been forcibly taken away 
from their work and without a moment's 
warning hustled off to become soldiers. 

BBITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 

strong Pressure Ilpbu the Imperial Anthori- 
tles to Support the Project. 

London, Jan. 4 — Very strong presaore is 
being bronght to bear upon the Imperial 

Government on behalf of Canada to support 
the British Pacific cable project. It is 
strongly urged, in view of the action of tho 
French and the willingneas of Canada and 
Australia to co-operate in tho enterprise, 
that tho British (joverninent ought, on im- 
perial grounds, to aasiat the proji^ct by some 
guarantee, Prospecta of a favorable rc- 
sponae to these solicitations are very doubt- 
ful. The budget outlook alone ia probably 
sufficient of itself to make the treasury 
outhorities extremely loth to undertake 
freah endeavora of any kind. It ia thought 
hare, however, that the achenie will prove 
feaaible, even if the Imperial Government 
decide to bold aloof.

You havo no d<iubt occa- 
sionally blown soap bubbles and watch- 
ed them float away in tho sunshine.

is to say, nia-culiiie !!• ^!l -is lu'ir to. 
Then conu:i th-> li'ne wlien h!ii» gives 
that general invitation to tho Ernnni 
of which 1 spoko just now — then comes 
the time whrn sho leantatho lesson that 
love lias to;"..'. 1. 1 and never again for- 
gets it. 

Nor must wo lie so unjust as to for- 
get that the pronouns in the above state- 
ment may be reversed, and instead of 
sho you may read be and readily imag- 
ine the diseovi rii .-. Ik.' may make to 
prove that tb.e goildess of his love, tho 
"one fair, imijossiblo .she." whom he, 
increduknis ot sucli wonderful fortune, 
has made his own, turns out just a wo- 
man, no beiti r. no worso, than the aver- 
age and no greater prizo than several 
hundred others of her c-oiiteniporaries. 

Then, if thoman and womanaro mar- 
ried — that is to say. it they are attached 
in tho ^pso in which n yoke of oxen 
are attached to each other — the process 
of .seniidetachment begins, and, accord- 
in;; to til.' li-iluro and the' circumstances 
of tlu- yoke mates, becomes an interne- 
cine, intermural. warfare with alterna- 
tions of such happiness as is possible 
wb'.'ro content has lied. 

If this st.-ite <if things goes from bad 
to wiu'se, as it sometimes does, it bo- 
conies tho life of two galley slaves, 
manacled together and hating each oth- 
er with a hatred impossible to thoso 
who ar(! at lilierty. 

When things havo airived at this 
point, just ono hope of salvation from 
utter shipwreck remains — thoso who 
onco were attached and then semiat- 
tached and then semidetached must call 
upon tho law to break the chain it has 
riveted upon their only too willing 
wrists, and to pronounce them detached 
absolutely and without peradventnri', 
each to carry a scarred and wounded 
member through life, never again to bo 
as thoy were before thoy submitted to 
tho bonds thoy now have broken, and 
yet both of them thankful to havo es- 
caped even "by tho skin of tho tooth." 

To bo perfectly attached, then, is to 
bo perfectly happy, but with a happi- 
ness transitory and nujcldng as the 
beauty of a soap bubble. To bo semi- 
attached is to 1)0 tossed and torn with 
perplexities and annoyances innumera- 
IdIc. To bo semidetached ia to live a 
life of wrangling, recrimination, sus- 
picion, jealousy and heartburn — in its 
ultimate stage a life of such misery anil 
hatred that death or tho law's harsh 
cleaver must bo summoned to break the 
seaiichain. To be detached is to drag 
around tho scars of tho chain, to live a 
life of bitter ineinr)Ties and yet iiiore 
bitter regrets, to bt.' fon.'Ver murinur- 
ing "It might have beenl It Juightliave 
been!" And 80 finally we come to the 
only position left possible for poor, fool- 
ish, credttlous, loving humanity— tho 
condition of tho unattached. 

To bo unattached is, as I said before, 
entirely ditterent from being disattach- 
ed, which is tho same thing as being 
detached. But tho unattached is cnie 
up(jn whom th(; glamour and the tbrall- 
dom of love have never jjassed. Theun- 
attaciied person is one who has never 
blown a soap bubblo, and, what is more, 
does not want to blow one — a person 
so cold by nature or so sensiblo by con- 
viction that ho s(!os thriaigh the soap 
bubblo business, so to speak, and de- 
clines taking ajiy stock in it. 

"Yes, pretty enough!" ho growls, 
looking out of tho corners of his (!yos at 
tho floating, glittering glory, dancing on 
tho summer breeze. "J3ut look th(!ro!" 

And he points to tho empty spot where 
it has been and walks away into the 
shade and the loneliness of his own lit- 
tlo nook. 

Or, if it ianothe, but sho, perhaps sho 
remains unattached in quite another 
fashion. Sho sees tho bubbles, that they 
aro fair and desirable for a moment's 
amusement, and sho is shrewd enough 
to seo that they iiro frail as fair, luid fit 
only for the moment's amusemeiic. 

Sho by no means declines to share in 
tho sport, bnt in fact eagerly tries to 
oxcol in it. Sho blows the biggest bub- 
blo of all, and sho tosses it most gayly 
into tho sunfiiiino, and she watches it 
with all her eyes so long as it lasts, and 



when it bursts sho is neither disappoint- 
ed nor grieved, hut blithely turns and 
blows another as big, as bright, as airy 
and as transitory. Sho neither deceives 
herself nor does she wish to deceive 
any- one. ::olse. ■: If isomef playmate will 
amuBO himself with her at the pretty 
sport, she welcomes him and takes it for 
granted that lie understands tho nature 
of soap bubbles as well aa she does. If 
not, it is his own fault — ho should have 
learned tho rults of tlio game. 

Do you ask if 1 mean that it is a good 
thing to be a co(piette and play at lo'-e, 
with no serious meaning in the jilay? 

No; no, indeed. But a cocpietto is 
widely dilVereiit from my ideal unat- 
tached lassie. The coquette liiids her 
amusement in iivetending that the soap 
bubbles sho wafts before tho oyc.'S of her 
victims are Solid and truo and perma- 
nent — round globes whose surface is all 
mapped olf in realms of paradise, and 
fortunato isles and fountains of perpet- 
ual j outh and gardens of golden apples. 

She knows bolter herself of course, 
but sho is a sorceress and has tho power 
of making thoso who como under her 
spell believe what she -will have them, 
and the more fully thoy believe the moro 
amusement sho finds in tho sport. After 
awhile the bubblo bursts and tho spell 
is lifted. Then comes tho bitter end for 
tho victim, and iVn' tho victimi/.e'r tho 
very cream of the jolce — that is, if sho 
ia a real and absolutely heartless co- 
qu(!tto, but if she is not there is per- 
haps a little remorse, a little virtuous 
resolution and a little quietude. Then 
niino soap bubbles, and the same thing 
all over again. 

But the peaceful and happy "unat- 
tached" is ono who is so wise, so well 
balanced, so self sufTicing, that lovo has 
never gained the mastery of his will oi- 
hia reason — ono who ia able to care for 
his friends, and even to dabblo and dal- 
ly with tho affections and yet never give 
way to them — ono who is love's master 
and not love's slave. 

Such men there are, and when onco 
in awhile I meet ono I look uirou him 
with awe and admiration. I walk 
around and around him as one does 
around that tilting stone in Ireland, 
which may bo gently rocked this way 
and that by tho hand of a child and re- 
sists tho strongest man's efforts to move 
it from its base. For my part, I would 
not for worlds move it even if I could, 
nor would I move the man who resem- 
bles it. 

Tho absolutely unattached woman 
who does not coquet and who does not 
even play at love and never has is 
rarer, but I havo now and again seen her 
also. Sho is gonerallj- literary or artis- 
tic or philanthropic, for a woman must 
devote herself to something. Sho is 
generally plain of visago and of dress. 
Sho is a little self a.ssertivo and a little 
opinionated, for she baa never learned 
love's BV,-eet humility. Sho is rather 
careless of tho opinions of others and 
thoroughly contented with her own the- 
ories of life. Sho is, aa a rule, very 
suro that lovo is a folly or at least 
would bo for her, and, what is more, it 
is a thing she does not care to study or 
consider. Sho is perhaps the most sat- 
isfied and contented of women, but is 
sho tho happiest? 

That is the question to which I have 
never yet found a satisfactory reply. 

What do you think ?

Spring Eidge Eudorses Aid. Bragg: aa 
the Candidate From Tliat

Mayoralty Oiididatt's Also I'l-psent— 
Creneral Discussion of Muuici- 
pal Affairs. . 

A well attended meeting of the eleotors of 
tho North ward was hold last evening in the 

Odd Fellows' hall, Spring Ridge, to disouas 
municipal matters and endorao candidates. 
The result was the choice of Aid. Bragg an 
the candidate of the Spring RiJgo district, 
and the taoit endorsement of the action of 
Victoria West In putting up yf. J. Leding- 
bam from that quarter. 

S. Ferry Mills by request took the chair, 
and having wished all present a happy and 
prosperous new year proceeded to declare 
what ho termed his municipal creed. Ho 
did not believe in depriving men of their 
votes because they had not p'^id their taxes 
by a certain date. (Applause.) Ho also 
believed that improvements should not be 
taxed. He thought the sinking fund should 
bo invested in real estate seoiirity so its to 
draw greater interest. He believed in the 
ward system, but that there should be dif- 
ferent acts for city and rural municipalities. 
A lime limit of fifteen minutes having been 
declared, the speakers were called on. 

Thos. Haughton excused himBelf- for 
speaking first by stating that he had to 
leave to attend another meeting. He ex- 
pressed tbo' hope that only the best men 
would bo seleoted a3 candidates, and that 
those elected would refrain from cavilling 
during their te-in of oHico. It had been 
said that during 18'J.'i aldermen had given 
way to Iho .Mayor when they were in the 
right rather tlmn produco a deadlock. He 
believed tho present Alayor was oiu3 of the 
best of men when ho could have his own 
way, but thought that ho had usurped 
tho povvrrq of tho rest of the 
council. lie had learned with surpriae 
that there was no sanitary committee, 
and that tho waterworks had been put in 
hands of commissioners without any water 
committee. Ho complained of injustico to 
tho North ward on tho part of tho Mayor 
in not appointing Aid. lUker to tho com- 
mittees after hia re-electioo. He believed 
this ward to bo too largo for tho proportion 
of representation it had. He thought Vic- 
toria West and other paita of the North 
ward recently taken into the city bad re- 
ceived very little return for what they had 
paid in taxes, and complained particularly 
of tho condition of tho streets. Ho con- 
demned tho Mayor for having proceeded 
with tho erection of the isolation hospital, 
notwithstanding the fact that a by-law 
for that purpose had been defeated by the 
people, taking advantage of the emergonoy 
clause in the Municipal aot, for which he 
was rosponaiblo. He was glad that tho 
scheme to purchase the property next tho 
isolation hospital had fallen through. He 
hoped those seleoted to. night would be men 
of backbone, who would oppose all b'naineBs 
that was not common sense, as well as in 
accordance with the Mnnioipal aot. (Ap- 
plause). 

Aid. feragg being called on, first announced 
that there was a deputation in attendance 
from Victoria West, who would like to pro- 
Bent the resolutions passed at a meeting 
held there latoly. 

Henry Callow, eeorotary of the meeting 
referred to, ctmo forward and read the reso- 
lutions, together with the nomination of W, 
J. Lediocham as the candidate of Victoria 
West, Ho suggested that a ticket should bo 
formed, with one man nominated by Spring 
Ridge and one in the central diviaion, in ad- 
dition to tho candidate of Victoria West, 

Oa motion cf Geo. Snyder, the communi- 
cations just read were received. 

Aid. Bragg then took the platform, and 
commenced his address with a repetition of 
the statement made the previous evening 
that tho ono man power should be done 
away with, and proceeded to explain his 
reasons. He wished that Mr. Redfern, who 
had questioned bim on the subject, would 
read the Municipal aot himself, when he 
would be able to understond how tho Mayor 
had exceeded his authority. He first ot all 
objected to tho practice of tho Mayor in 
analysing the oorreapocdence sent in 
to tho Mayor and aldermen, and 
only reading to tho board such of 
it as he saw fit. Ho contended that 
all letters should bu read to the Council lie- 
fore being referred to any cotnmittco or to 
the water commissioner, becjuae if there 
was any reason why tho matters mentioned 
in the letters could not he attended to tho 
members of tho f/ouncil should know about 
it. Tho Clerk should bo allowed to do the 
Clerk's work, in reading the letters, and 
tho Miiyor should oonlino himself to the 
Mayor's woik. Tho city had a well paid 
auditor and also a treasurer who were quite 
capable, of attending to their paro of the 
buainoss. He thought the North Ward 
would never get justice until there was a 
ro diviaion. Aid. Miller bad, early in the 
year, introduced a by-law for this purpose, 
but somehow or other no other progrcaa 
could be made with it. When Aid. Miller 
lift, be (Aid. Bragg) had taken up tho by- 
law, but it was defeated and tho ward re- 
mained in the aame position as last yeiir. 
He gave the water commiasioner credit, 
however, for tho largo amount of work done 
in water c-xtenaion in tho North Ward in 
IHUi'f. There had l)iien laid about six miles 
of pipn ia tho city, of which tho North 
Ward had bad four miles. 

A voice — It was juat laid through our 
ward to supply tho high levels on tho other 
side. 

Aid. Bragg continued that no doubt thia 
was the ouae, but still there waa a lot laid 
for the ward. Out of eighteen hydrants put 
down in tho whole city they had Heeured 
seven. [Time being called hero tho speaker 
retired.] 

\V, ,1. Dwycr announced that ho had con- 
sented to be a candidate for the w.ird, and 
though by an error on the part of anniu one 
in tho City Hall his numo had been left oil 
the voters' list, he had a|)pliod to a judge to 
have tho error corrected and had no doubt 
this would bo done. He favored abol- 
ishing the tax. on improvemrnta, but 
as tho corporation had power to place not 
more than 1 1 per cent, on land, until this was 
altered it would probably be impossible to 
abolish the tax on improvements. As the 
council bad power to divide tbe municipality 
into wards he thought attention should be 
given to this subject. Ho would oppose tho 
application of the local improvement by law 
to etrceta ami aidewallta, and though he 
would not have oppoaed its application to 
sewers at first, ho did not think thai a rato- 
pnyor who had helped to lay sowers in other 
parts should now pay tbo wliolo coat of his 
own. He did not think that a member of 
tho council should go round f.udt finding, 
but ho should rather do hia best to remedy 
anything he found wrong. Thorn were 
many things of which ho wished to apeak, 
but aa ho could not ottcmpt to do so in tho 
few minutes left to him, he would resorvo 
hia remarks for another occasion. 

W, J. Ledingbam said from what he had 



beard, sinoeohe came here, he felt ' that 
be was. a dead man so far as his candida- 
ture was oonoerned, - because in Victoria 
West all were in favor of the looal improve- 
ment systeml while the contrary appeared 
to be the sentiment here. Ho did not see 
why this ehouid bo ao, because ho thought 
it beyond question that the property bene- 
fited by improvements should pay for them. 
U might be possible for a man ^^'seoare 
improvemenls on his street and make the 
men on the next street pay for them,- but 
this could hardly bu defended as the oor- 
root principle. Uu thought every man 
should bo willing to pay for beneflta to 
bis own property provided he had the 
assurance that he would not afterwards bo 
called upon to piy for somo other body'n 
beneat. Ho advocated broader tires for 
the preservation of tho streets, and 
tho permanent improvement of tho streeta 
aa soon aa tho city engineer could certify 
that tho Bovvera and pipes were laid and that 
it would not bo neoeaaary to tear up tho 
roadway. Ho proceeded to explain how 
tho local improvement system could bo ad- 
vantageoualy and cconon)iOiUly carried out. 
He for ono would not feel like attempting to 
work under the present system, aud, having 
atnted hia idea of what ought to be done, he 
hoped tho people of this part of tho ward 
would support him if they approved of it. 

Aid. Baker aaked how often before to- 
night tho people of Spring Ridgo had aeen 
a police ollicer and a oonatablo iu their Odd 
Fellows' hall, aa they could see now. He 
wondered if they were present hec:»uao tho 
Mayor had anything to fear. Aa to tho 
trouble he had been in during the year, he 
must say that ho had done something 
against the Municipal act in selling bricks 
to a corporation contractor, but 
folt that ho was not nearly 
ao bad ua ho had been painted by hia eno- 
miea or by tho preaa. He explained the 
circumatuncea of tho s.'xle of tho bricks, and 
claimed that ho had done wrong (juito unin- 
tentionally, aud not for the bake cf impro- 
per gain. Ho aaked anyone in the hall to 
come forward and state whether ho had 
ever robbed or cheated anyone or kept him 
out of. hia pay for a year's work. (Ap- 
plause.) If he was a boodler and wanted to 
make money out of the Corporation«. why 
had he not draivn the $400 to which he was 
untitled, instead of the $200 for which ho 
agreed to serve, and which was all Ve de- 
aired to have ? He might have stayed out 
of the Council when ho resigned, and made 
profit by Belling bricks to the contractors, 
instead of closing up his tranaaotion and 
seeking ro-electiou. He blamed the Mayor 
for not replacing him on tho comniitleea 
(applause), and for alighting the peopio of 
the North ward by ignoring their represent- 
ative. There were to day no representatives 
from this ward on six oomniltteea— tbo eleo- 
trio light — 

A voice — we have no light to represent. 
(Laughter) 

Aid. Baker continued, mentioning, the 
finance, tho library, the park, thepound'and 
the sewerage and drainage committees; and 
saying that a representative was appointed 
to tho atreota committee only when the 
ward were about to hold an indignation 
meeting. In tho matter of communioationa 
the Mayor had the peculiar way of holding 
them ijack for two or three weeks before 
presenting them. He condemned the Mayor 
for having, after the rejection cf his by-law 
in 1892, bad the Municip.'l Aot amended so 
that he could levy a rate for tbe aame pur- 
pose, and then levying a greater rate than 
necessary, i , . , 

Mayor Beaveu said it gave him much 
pleasure to meet the eleotors of the North 
ward, especially as he had been rather mis- 
represented by some of the spoakeri this 
evening. Mr. Haughton, for inatauce, had 
said that the Mayor had usurped a great 
deal of power, but ho had not particu- 
larised, ond tho announcamont waa now to 
His Worahip. Aa to the appointment of a 
aanitary ollicer, referred to by the aame 
gentleman, it was made by tho Council, not 
by the Mayor, ao Mr. Haughton had cvi- 
dently been misinformed. As to the sani- 
tary committee, there was not ono becauao 
in consccjucnoe of the aot paeaed last year 
such a committee would have had no power 
and nothing to do. The eaino with a water 
committee, which would bo just like 
a fifth wheel to a coach, as the control 
of the waterworks was in tho hands of a 
commissioner. Another useless body ap- 
pointed in previous years was tho assess- 
ment committee, for the Council had noth- 
ing whatever to do with tho asacssmenta 
until thev came before tho court of revi- 
»ion. Aid. Bragg had led tho meeting to 
believe that by somo proceaa the Mayor had 
prevented communications coming before 
the Council, which was altogether wrong. 
He explained that when letters were sent to 
chairmen of committees, before coming be- 
fore the Cjunoil, it was to expedite busi-. 
nesa, often allowing it to be quite disposed 
of before the Council should next meet. He 
could have no possible object in suppreaaing 
any documents. Uo regretted that these 
personalities should have to be diecutsen^ 
and felt it was almost childinl) to do so hero, 
IIo would much prefer to diacuaa grave mu- 
nicipal matters. It was a miatiike for Aid, 
Baker to aupposo that tho Miiyor had 
a peraonal feeling againat him. If 
ho had, ho could us a ratepayer 
])rocced againat him for $'2 500 for 
every time ho sat at tho council board. 
There vras on file in tho Supreme Court, the 
ufBdavit of Aid. Baker thot he had done 
certain things in violation of tho Municipal 
Act, and His Worship knowing this might, 
if hb felt any spite, proceed against the 
alderman for a heavy penalty. 

ijai. Cohen said ho waa requested to ask 
tho Mayor a couplo of questions. The first 
was, if the wording of tho debentures now 
issued would prevent for tbe next 48. years 
the abolition of the tax on Improvements ; 
and second, if new debentures were to be 
issued during any future term of oflSce of 
Uis Worahip, ho would take stops to have 
them differently worded with this object in 
viow. 

Tho Mayor replied that it was the case 
that the holders of the lands had security 
upon the improvements, and that according 
to the debentures now out there must bo a 
rate levied upon iniprovemenla. If, how- 
ever, by reaaou of a oonsoltilation of tho 
debt or ollierwiao the debentures now out 
were to bo replaced by new onea ho would 
endeavor to have the security upon tho 
land solely. Ho had always buen in favor 
of abolishing the tax on improvements. 

George Snyder asked why tho Miyor had 
not appointed a member from the North 
Ward on tho important committees where 
tho ward had no representation. 

Tho Mayor replied that in tbe ohoico of 
men to servo on committees the wards had 
not to bo considered ab all. He had found 
from { xperionoe thatcommittcea of two wore 
much more aatiafaotory than oommittcea of 
threu. 

Mr. .Snyder aaid it looked very much aa if 
tho Mayor muat have had u spile against 
tho peopio of tho North word if ho had none 
againat Aid. Baker. 

Tho Mayor said Mr. .Snyder had always 
opposed him, over since he bod been in tho 
province, and he therefore did not expect 
any fair inferonno from that quarter. Ho 
asked any ono in the hall to state any par- 
ticular in whioli this part of tho city had 
been alighted by him or with his knowledge. 

Aid. Bragg asked how it waa that there 
were ten men at work on the streeta in 
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other parts of tho city, and only five in the 

North ward. 

Tho Mayor replied "that the Alderman 
ought to know that the Mayor never placed 
a man to work anywhere ; this was done by 
tho engineer. • ; ' ' 

Mr. Haughton said that in two years 
about six letters had been sent saying that 
the South road would bo fixed, but it was 
not fixed yet. 

The Mayor said such was no doubt tbo 
case, but this state of aflaira waa not by any 
means confined to t ho North ward, 

Mr. Haughton asked if the Mayor had 
not, as he hud been informed, aaid that they 
could not get a '.wo-plauk aidewalk on Chat- 
ham street because there would bo no more 
planka purchaatd this year. 

Tho Mayor answered that Mr. Haughton 
had certainly been wrongfully informed, ua 
he had no control over tho matter at all. 

John Teaguo said ho would not long do- 
tain tho meoting aa he had published 
addrcsaea in both tho papcra, but ho w iabcd 
to Hay a few words upon tho diviaion of tho 
expenditure, which ho thought should be 
spread evenly over evury part. Aa to the 
communications and the method of treating 
them, this should bo settled at tho first 
meeting of tho Council. Ho thought all 
communications addreesed to the Mayor and 
Council were public property and that 
everyone should hear them read. A per- 
sonal matter of which he wished to speak 
was that; no less than three poraons had 
come to him during the day and said ho had 
spoken last night in a slighting way of Aid. 
Baker. He wished to say that this was 
quite a mistake, as he had known Aid, 
Baker for a great many "years and always 
hod the highest opinion of him. If elected 
he would serve tbe oitv to the very best of 
his ability.; : „ 

Aid. Koliertson said he was not to be a 
candidate again, but would retire in favor 
of some of those who had been criti- 
cising the Council, to give them a 
chance to show what they could do. He 
waa sorry that those who had spoken had 
confined their attention to what had been 
dono in tho past instead of telling what 
they wore prepared to do in tho future. Ho 
criticised the sewerage works and advised 
the ratepayers not to endure the present or 
any other system until they got the opinion 
of some first-claaa engineers upon them. Ho 
referred to tho waterworks and the division 
of tho wards in the same terms as on tbe 
previous evening. 

Aid, Baker suggested that tho meoting 
should, In justice to Victoria West, proceed 
to nominate a candidate for this section. 

This was agreed to, and \V, J, Dwyer 
and Aid. Bragg were nominated. Aid. Baker 
declining. The chairman called for a show 
of hands and declared that Aid. Bragg had 
tbo nomination. (Applause). 

After a vote of thanks to tho chairman, 
the meeting adjourned at 10:45 p. m.
